Dr. Hindi S. Fulmer, dire e tor of 
Sabin Oral Sundaes, lias said that such 
cases could have occurred because 
Type HI is one of the most common 
types of polio and these people would 
have contacted the disease even it 
they had not take n the Sabin formula. 

Each of these cases developed in 
persons over 30 years of age. There 
is no dancer to the collect 1 ace stu- 
dent. anti the dancer to those over 
80 is “infintesimally small. Dr. Ful- 
mer said. He adtled that the risk is 
no create -r than not takinc the vac- 
cine, and saitl he would not hesitate 
ft* take the vaccine himself, or to have 



his friends take it. 

Tin's sprinc Louisville r v 1 Type 
III v accine in a mass immunization 
procram. No repercussions have oc- 
curred. 

Now that the l .S. Public ILalth 
Sen ice lias civen the creen licht to 
the use of the vaccine all students 
and faculty members have the obli- 
gation to take advantage of this free 
immunization. We advocate taking 
iype III vaccine for several reasons. 

First. Saik polio vaccine protects 
only th individual. A person who has 
t..L* u tlie Salk vaccine can still he a 
carriii el polio, by taking all tlirei 
doses, tin- individual frets himself 
from the* possibility of attack by the 
disease* and also eliminates the indi- 
vidual as a carrier. 

Second. Dr. Fulmer reports polio 
cannot snrvixe when SO percent of 
the population lias 1 m en immunized. 
The clinics for Types I and II im- 
munized slightly over SO percent of 
the people in Fayette (. utility'. A turn- 
out of SO percent or above tor Tvpe 
HI vaccine will eliminate all types of 
polio from Fayette County. 

Third, tl iere is no waiting, no 
shots, no fuss.

There has dex eloped an attitude 
that science— not as a method, hut 
as subject matter— is th*- answ* i to all 
t h world s problems. 

This h ;s resulted in the accumula- 
tion if "dry lion*', techniques. preci- 
s' n. hug* m aintain- of ilty b tty 
f ,t- tint hi\i litfli to do with life 
m general ami the basic problems 
of man. 

Granted that the accumulation of 
facts and of data are basic to progress, 
lx it they do not, can not, and w ill not 
pro luce progress by themsclv* s. \\ iiat 
product s progress of any sort is the 
man who uses these facts. 1 lit human 
who behaves! 

This leaves us with the problem 
of human behavior as the most all per- 
vading and pressing problem in any 
area of endeavor, hut especially in 
those areas that demand progress. dis- 
c very and application— to he explicit, 
CREATION. 

What are our contemporary educ a- 
tional institutions doing to promote 
or to diminish creativity? What is the 
av erage college student taught today ?
